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THE  TEN  COMMANDMENTS. 


And  God  spake  all  these  words,  saying, 

I.  I  am  the  Lord  thy  God,  which  have  brought  thee  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  out 
of  the  house  of  bondage.     Thou  shalt  have  no  other  gods  before  me. 

II.  Thou  shalt  not  make  unto  thee  any  graven  image,  or  any  likeness  of  any  thing 
that  is  in  heaven  above,  or  that  is  in  the  earth  beneath,  or  that  is  in  the  water  under  the 
earth  •,  thou  shalt  not  bow  down  thyself  to  them,  nor  serve  them  :  for  I  the  Lord  thy  God 
am  a  jealous  God,  visiting  the  iniquity  of  the  fathers  upon  the  children,  unto  the  third 
and  fourth  generation  of  them  that  hate  me,  and  showing  mercy  unto  thousands  of  them 
that  love  me,  and  keep  my  commandments. 

III.  Thou  shalt  not  take  the  name  of  the  Lord  thy  God  in  vain;  for  the  Lord  will 
not  hold  him  guiltless  that  taketh  his  name  in  vain. 

IV.  Remember  the  sabbath  day,  to  keep  it  holy.  Six  days  shalt  thou  labor,  and 
do  all  thy  work  :  but  the  seventh  day  is  the  sabbath  of  the  Lord  thy  God  :  in  it  thou 
shalt  not  do  any  work,  thou,  nor  thy  son,  nor  thy  daughter,  thy  manservant,  nor  thy 
maidservant,  nor  thy  cattle,  nor  thy  stranger  that  is  within  thy  gates  :  for  in  six  days  the 
Lord  made  heaven  and  earth,  the  sea,  and  all  that  in  them  is,  and  rested  the  seventh 
day :  wherefore  the  Lord  blessed  the  sabbath  day,  and  hallowed  it. 
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V.  Honor  thy  father  and  thy  mother:  that  thy  days  may  be  long  upon  the  land 
which  the  I^ord  thy  God  giveth  thee. 

VI.  Thou  shalt  not  kill. 

VII.  Thou  shalt  not  commit  adultery. 
•    VIII.  Thou  shalt  not  steal. 

IX.  Thou  shalt  not  bear  false  witness  against  thy  neighbor. 

X.  Thou  shalt  not  covet  thy  neighbor's  house,  thou  shalt  not  covet  thy  neighbor's 
wife,  nor  his  manservant,  nor  his  maidservant,  nor  his  ox,  nor  his  ass,  nor  any  thing  that 
is  thy  neighbor's. 

Remember  the  words  of  the  lyord  Jesus,  how  he  said  :  The  first  of  all  the  command- 
ments is.  Hear,  O  Israel ;  The  Lord  our  God  is  one  Lord : 

And  thou  shalt  love  the  Lord  thy  God  with  all  thy  heart,  and  with  all  thy  soul,  and 
with  all  thy  mind,  and  with  all  thy  strength. 

This  is  the  first  commandment.     And  the  second  is  like,  namely  this : 

Thou  shalt  love  thy  neighbor  as  thyself. 

On  these  two  commandments  hang  all  the  Law  and  the  Prophets. 
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FIRST   LESSON. 


Ps.  I.     Blessed  is  the  man  that  walketh  not  in  the  counsel  of  the  wicked, 

Nor  standetJi  in  the  way  of  the  sinners,  nor  sitteth  in  the  seat  of  the  scornful. 

But  his  delight  is  in  the  law  of  the  Lord  ; 

And  in  his  law  doth  he  meditate  day  and  night. 

And  he  shall  be  like  a  tree  planted  by  the  streams  of  water, 
That  bringeth  forth  its  fruit  in  its  season, 

Whose  leaf  also  doth  not  wither ; 

And  whatsoever  he  doeth  shall  prosper. 

The  wicked  are  not  so ;  but  are  like  the  chaff  which  the  wind  driveth  away. 
Therefore   the   wicked  shall  not  stand  in    the  judgment,   nor  sinners   in  the 
congregation  of  the  righteous. 

For  the  Lord  knoweth  the  way  of  the  righteous : 

But  the  way  of  the  wicked  shall  perish. 

Ps.  15.     Lord,  who  shall  sojourn    in   thy   tabernacle?  who  shall  dwell  in   thy    holy 
hill  ? 
He  that  walketh  uprightly  and  worketh  righteousness,  and  speaketh  truth  in  his 
heart. 
He  that  slandereth  not  with  his  tongue,  nor  doeth  evil  to  his  friend. 
Nor  taketh  up  a  reproach  against  his  neighbor. 

In  whose  eyes  a  reprobate  is  despised ; 

But  he  honoreth  them  that  fear  the  Lord. 

He  that  sweareth  to  his  own  hurt,  and  changeth  not, 

He  that  pufteth  not  out  his  money  to  usury. 
Nor  taketh  reward  against  the  innocent. 

He  that  doeth  these  thim^s  shall  never  be  moved.

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Ps.  112.     Praise  ye  the  L,ord.     Blessed  is  the  man  that  feareth  the  Lord, 
TJiat  deligJitctli  gf-eat/y  in  Ids  commandments. 

His  seed  shall  be  mighty  upon  earth  : 

Tlie  generation  of  the  upright  shall  be  blessed. 

Wealth  and  riches  are  in  his  house : 

And  his  righteousness  endtireth  for  ever. 

Unto  the  upright  there  ariseth  light  in  the  darkness  : 
He  is  gracious,  and  full  of  compassion,  and  righteous. 

Well  is  it  with  the  man  that  dealeth  graciously  and  lendeth  ; 
He  shall  mai/itain  his  cause  in  judgment. 

or  he  shall  never  be  moved: 

Tlie  righteous  shall  be  had  in  everlasting  remembrance. 

He  shall  not  be  afraid  of  evil  tidings : 

His  heart  is  fixed,  trusting  in  the  Lord.   - 

His  heart  is  established,  he  shall  not  be  afraid, 

Until  he  see  his  desire  upon  his  adversaries. 

He  hath  dispersed,  he  hath  given  to  the  needy;  his  righteousness  endureth 
for  ever : 
His  horn  shall  be  exalted  with  honor. 

Ps.  131.     IvORD,  my  heart  is  not  haughty,  nor  mine  eyes  lofty  ; 

Neither  do  I  exercise  myself  in  great  matters,  or  in  things  too  wonderful  for  me. 
Surely  I  have  stilled  and  quieted  my  soul  ; 
Like  a  weaned  child  with  his  mother, 

My  soul  is  with  me  like  a  weaned  child. 

O  Lsrael,  hope  in  the  Lord  f-om  this  time  forth  and  for  evermore.

Ps.  loi.     I  wiLiv  sing  of  mercy  and  judgment : 

Unto  thee,  O  Lord,  ivill  I  sing  praises. 

I  will  behave  myself  wisely  in  a  perfe6l  way : 
O  when  wilt  thou  come  unto  me  ? 

I  will  walk  within  my  house  with  a  perfe6l  heart. 
/  will  set  no  base  thing  before  mine  eyes : 
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I  hate  the  work  of  them  that  turn  aside ;  it  shall  not  cleave  unto  me. 
A  fro7vard  heart  shall  depart  from  me :  I  will  know  ?io  evil  thing. 

Whoso  privily  slandereth  his  neighbor,  him  will  I  destroy  : 
Him  that  hath  an  high  look  aful  a  proud  heart  will  I  not  suffer. 

Mine  ej'es  shall  be  upon  the  faithful  of  the  land,  that  they  may  dwell  with  me  : 

He  that  walkefh  in  a  perfe^  way,  he  shall  minister  unto  me. 

He  that  worketh  deceit  shall  not  dwell  within  my  house  : 

He  that  speaketh  falsehood  shall  not  be  established  before  mine  eyes. 

Morning  by  morning  will  I  destroy  all  the  wicked  of  the  land ; 
To  eut  off  all  the  workers  of  iniquity  from  the  city  of  the  Lord. 

Ps.  132.     Lord,  remember  for  David  all  his  afflidtion  ; 

How  he  sware  unto  the  Lord,  and  voiued  unto  the  Mighty  One  of  Jacob : 

Surely  I  will  not  come  into  the  tabernacle  of  my  house,  nor  go  up  into  my  bed  ; 

/  will  not  give  sleep  to  mine  eyes,  or  slumber  to  mine  eyelids  ; 

Until  I  find  out  a  place  for  the  Lord,  a  tabernacle  for  the  Mighty  One  of  Jacob. 

Lo,  we  heard  of  it  in  Ephrathah  :  we  found  it  in  the  field  op  the  wood. 

We  will  go  into  his  tabernacles  : 

We  will  worship  at  his  footstool. 

Arise,  O  Lord,  into  thy  resting  place  ; 
Thou,  and  the  ark  of  thy  strength. 

Let  thy  priests  be  clothed  with  righteousness ; 
And  let  thy  saints  shout  for  joy. 

For  thy  servant  David's  sake  turn  not  away  the  face  of  thine  anointed. 
Tlie  Lord  hath  sworn  unto  David  in  truth; 

He  will  not  turn  from  it : 

Of  the  fruit  of  thy  body  will  P  set  upon  thy  throne. 
If  thy  children  will  keep  my  covenant  and  my  testimony  that  I  shall  teach 
them. 

Their  children  also  shall  sit  upon  thy  throne  for  evermore. 

For  the  Lord  hath  chosen  Zion  ; 

He  hath  desired  it  for  his  habitation. 

This  is  my  resting  place  for  ever : 

Here  will  P  dwell ;  for  /  have  desired  it.

As  we  have  heard,  so  have  we  seen  in  the  city  of  the  Lord  of  hosts,  in  the  city 
of  our  God : 

God  will  estaldish  it  for  ever. 

We  have  thought  on  thy  loving  kindness,  O  God,  in  the  midst  of  thy  temple. 

As  is  thy  name,   O  God,  so  is  thy  praise  unto  the  ends  of  the  earth: 

Thy  right  hand  is  full  of  righteousness. 
Let  mount  Zion  be  glad, 

Let  the  daughters  of  Judah  rejoice. 
Because  of  tliv  jndgnients. 

Walk  about  Zion,  and  go  round  about  her: 
Tell  the  towe?-s  thereof. 

Mark  ye  well  her  bulwarks,  consider  her  palaces ; 
That  ye  may  tell  it  to  the  generatioJi  following. 

For  this  God  is  our  God  for  ever  and  ever : 

He  tvill  be  our  guide  even  unto  death. 
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Ps.  63.     O  God,  thou  art  my  God  ;  earnestly  will  I  seek  thee : 
My  soul  thirstcth  for  thee,  my  flesh  longctJi  for  thee, 

In  a  dry  and  weary  land,  where  no  watei:  is. 

^6*  have  I  looked  upon  thee  in  the  sanftiiary,  to  see  thy  power  a?id  thy  glory. 

For  thy  loving  kindness  is  better  than  life ; 
My  lips  shall  p?-aise  thee. 

So  will  I  bless  thee  while  I  live : 

/  will  lift  up  my  hands  in  thy  name. 

My  soul  shall  be  satisfied  as  with  marrow  and  fatness ; 

A /id  my  /Nouth  shall  praise  thee  with  joyful  lips ; 

When  I  remember  thee  upon  my  bed, 

And  meditate  on  thee  in  the  night  watehes. 

For  thou  hast  been  my  help, 

And  in  the  shadow  of  thy  wings  will  I  rejoiee.

Let  us  make  a  joyful  lunse  to  the  rock  of  our  salvation. 

Let  us  come  before  his  presence  with  thanksgiving, 

Let  us  make  a  joyful  noise  unto  him  with  psalms. 

For  the  Lord  is  a  great  God,  and  a  great  King  above  all  gods. 
/;;  his  hand  are  the  deep  places  of  the  ea/ih; 

The  heights  of  the  mountains  are  his  also. 

The  sea  is  his,  and  he  made  it;  and  his  hands  fanned  the  dry  land. 

O  come,  let  us  worship  and  bow  down; 

Let  us  kneel  before  the  Lord  our  Maker: 

For  he  is  our  God, 

And  we  are  the  people  of  his  pasture,  and  the  sheep  of  his  hand.

Even  thine  altars,  O  Lord  of  hosts, 
My  King,  and  my  God. 

Blessed  are  they  that  dwell  in  thy  house : 
They  zvill  be  still  f  raising  thee. 

Blessed  is  the  man  whose  strength  is  in  thee ; 
///  whose  heart  are  the  high  ways  to  Zio/i. 

Passing  through  the  valley  of  Weeping  they  make  it  a  place  of  springs ; 
Yea,  the  early  rain  cover eth  it  with  blessings. 

They  go  from  strength  to  strength, 

Every  one  of  them  appeareth  before  God  in  Zion. 

0  Ivord  God  of  hosts,  hear  my  prayer : 

Give  ear,  O  God  of  Jacob. 

Behold,  O  God  our  shield,  and  look  upon  the  face  of  thine  anointed. 
For  a  day  in  thy  courts  is  better  than  a  thousand. 

1  had  rather  be  a  doorkeeper  in  the  house  of  my  God,

For  the  Lord  God  is  a  sun  and  a  shield : 

The  Lord  will  give  grace  and  glory :

O  bless  our  God,  ye  peoples,  and  make  the  voice  of  his  praise  to  be  heard : 
IVJiich  holdeth  our  soul  in  life,  and  suffcrcth  not  our  feet  to  be  moved. 

For  thou,  O  God,  hast  proved  us :  thou  hast  tried  us,  as  silver  is  tried. 
Thou  broughtest  us  into  the  ?iet; 
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Thou  layedst  a  sore  burden  upon  our  loins. 
Thou  hast  caused  men  to  I'ide  over  our  heads ; 

We  went  through  fire  and  through  water ; 

But  thou  broughtest  us  out  into  a  wealthy  phxce. 

I  will  come  into  thy  house  with  burnt  offerings,  I  will  pay  thee  my  vows, 
IVJiich  my  lips  have  uttered,  and  my  mouth  hath  spoken,  when  I  was  in  distress. 

I  will  offer  unto  thee  burnt  offerings  of  fatlings,  with  the  incense  of  rams ;

I  cried  unto  him  with  my  mouth,  and  he  was  extolled  with  my  tongue. 
If  I  regard  iniquity  in  my  heart,  the  Lord  luill  not  hear: 

But  verily  God  hath  heard ;  he  hath  attended  to  the  voice  of  my  prayer. 

Blessed  be  God,  which  hath  not  turned  away  my  prayer,  nor  his  mercy  fro/n  me. 

Ps.  87.     His  foundation  is  in  the  hol}^  mountains. 

The  Lord  lovetli  the  gates  of  Zion  tnore  than  all  the  dwellings  of  Jacob. 

Glorious  things  are  spoken  of  thee,  O  city  of  God. 

/  will  make  mention  of  Rahab  and  Babylon  as  among  them  that  know  me : 

Behold  Philistia,  and  Tyre,  with  Ethiopia ; 
This  one  was  born  there. 

Yea,  of  Zion  it  shall  be  said.  This  one  and  that  one  was  born  in  her ; 

And  the  Most  Lligh  himself  shall  establish  her. 

The  IvOrd  shall  count,  when  he  writeth  up  the  peoples,  this  one  was  born 
there. 
They  that  sing  as  well  as  they  that  dance  shall  say,  All  my  fountains  are  in  thee. 

Ps.  134.     Be;hold,  bless  ye  the  Lord,  all  ye  servants  of  the  Lord, 
UTuch  by  flight  stand  in  the  house  of  the  Lord. 

Lift  up  your  hands  to  the  san6tuary, 
And  bless  ye  the  Lord. 

The  Lord  bless  thee  out  of  Zion  ; 

Even  he  that  made  heaven  and  earth.

O  God. 
My  soul  thirstctli  for  God,  for  the  living  God :   when  shall  I  co?ne  and  appear 
before  God? 
My  tears  have  been  my  meat  day  and  night,  while  they  continually  say  unto 
me,  Where  is  thy  God  ? 
These  things  I  remember,  and  pour  out  my  soul  within  me, 

How  I  went  with  the  throng,  and  led  them  to  the  house  of  God, 
Ultli  the  voice  of  joy  and  praise,  a  multitude  keeping  holy  day. 

Why  art  thou  cast  down,  O  my  soul? 

And  why  art  thou  disquieted  within  7tie  ? 

Hope  thou  in  God :  for  I  shall  }'et  praise  him 
For  the  help  of  his  countenance. 

0  my  God,  my  soul  is  cast  down  within  me : 

Therefore  do  I  remeniher  tliee  from  the  laud  of  Jordan,  and  the  Hermons,  from 
the  hill  Mizar. 
Deep  calleth  unto  deep  at  the  noise  of  thy  water-spouts : 

All  thy  waves  and  thy  billows  are  gone  over  me. 
Yet  the  Lord  will  command  his  loving  kindness  in  the  day-time, 

And  in  the  night  his  song  shall  be  with  me,  even  a  prayer  unto  the  God  of  my  life.

SEVENTH  LESSON. 

Ps.  51.     Have  mercy  upon  me,  O  God,  according  to  thy  loving  kindness 

According  to  the  multitude  of  thy  tender  mercies  blot  out  my  transgressions. 

Wash  me  thoroughly  from  mine  iniquity, 
And  cleanse  me  from  my  sin. 

For  I  acknowledge  my  transgressions : 
And  my  sin  is  ever  before  me. 

Against  thee,  thee  only,  have  I  sinned, 
And  done  that  which  is  evil  in  thy  sight: 

That  thou  mayest  be  justified  when  thou  speakest, 
And  be  clear  when  thou  judgest. 

Behold,  I  was  shapen  in  iniquity  ; 

And  in  sin  did  my  mother  conceive  me. 

Behold,  thou  desirest  truth  in  the  inward  parts : 

And  in  the  hidden  part  thou  shall  make  me  to  know  wisdom. 

Purge  me  with  hyssop,  and  I  shall  be  clean :

O  Lord  God  of  hosts,

Ps.  32.     Blessed  is  he  whose  transgression  is  forgiven,  whose  sin  is  covered. 

Blessed  is  the  man  unto  7vhom  the  Lord  imputeth  not  iniquity. 

And  in  whose  spirit  there  is  no  guile. 

When  I  kept  silence,  my  bones  luaxed  old  through  my  roaring  all  the  day  long. 
For  day  and  night  thy  hand  was  heavy  upon  me : 

My  moisture  was  changed  as  luith  the  drought  of  summer.

I  have  published  righteousness  in  the  great  congregation : 

Lo,  L  will  not  refrain  my  lips,  O  L.ord,  thou  kno7vest. 
I  have  not  hid  thy  righteousness  within  my  heart :   I  have  declared  thy  faith- 
fulness and  thy  salvation : 

/  have  not  concealed  thy  loving-kindness  and  thy  truth  from  the  great  congregation. 
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Withhold  not  thou  thy  tender  mercies  from  me,  O  lyOrd : 
Let  thy  loving  kindness  and  tJiy  truth  continually  preserve  me. 

For  innumerable  evils  have  compassed  me  about,  mine  iniquities  have  over- 
taken me,  so  that  I  am  not  able  to  look  up ; 

They  are  more  than  the  hairs  of  mine  head,  and  my  heart  hath  failed  me. 
Be  pleased,  O  I^ord,  to  deliver  me : 

Make  haste  to  help  me,  O  Lord. 

I^et  them  be  ashamed  and  confounded  together  that  seek  after  my  soul  to  de- 
stroy it :

But  I  am  poor  and  needy ; 

Yet  the  Lord  thinketh  upon  me  :

Job  33.     For  God  speaketh  once. 

Yea  tzvice,  though  man  regardeth  it  not. 

In  a  dream,  in  a  vision  of  the  night,  when  deep  sleep  falleth  upon  men, 
Ln  slumberings  upon  the  bed; 

Then  he  openeth  the  ears  of  men,  and  sealeth  their  instrudlion,

Whether  it  be  for  corre6lion,  or  for  his  land,

Hearken  unto  this,  O  Job : 

Stand  still,  and  consider  the  wondrous  ivorks  of  God. 
Dost  thou  know  how  God  layeth  his  charge  iipon  them, 

And  causeth  the  lightning  of  his  cloud  to  shine  ? 
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Dost  thou  know  the  balancings  of  the  clouds, 

T//e  zvondrous  works  of  him  7uhich  is  perfefl  in  hioivledge  ? 

How  thy  garments  are  warm, 

When  the  earth  is  still  by  reason  of  the  south  wind? 

Canst  thou  with  him  spread  out  the  sky, 
Whieh  is  strong  as  a  molten  mirror? 

Teach  us  what  we  shall  say  unto  him ; 

For  we  eannot  order  our  speech  l>y  reason  of  darkness. 

Shall  it  be  told  him  that  I  would  speak  ? 

Or  should  a  man  wish  that  he  were  swallowed  up  ? 
And  now  men  see  not  the  light  which  is  bright  in  the  skies : 

But  the  taind  passeth,  and  eleareth  them. 

Out  of  the  north  cometh  golden  splendor : 

God  hath  upon  him  terrible  majesty. 
Touching  the  Almighty,  we  cannot  find  him  out ;  he  is  excellent  in  power ; 

And  in  judgment  and  plenteous  Justice  he  zuill  not  affli^. 

Men  do  therefore  fear  him : 

He  7-egardeth  not  atiy  that  are  wise  of  heart.

Do  ye  thus  requite  the  Lord, 
O  foolish  people  and  unwise  ? 

Is  n<6t  he  thy  father  that  hath  bought  thee  ? 
Lie  hath  made  thee,  and  established  thee. 

Remember  the  days  of  old. 

Consider  the  years  of  many  generations  : 

Ask  thy  father,  and  he  will  shew  thee ; 
Thine  elders,  atui  they  will  tell  thee. 
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When  the  Most  High  gave  to  the  nations  their  inheritance, 

W/u'?i  he  separated  the  chihiren  of  men,

Arise,  O  Lord,  in  thine  anger,  lift  up  thyself  against  the  rage  of  mine  adver- 
saries : 

And  awake  for  me,   thou  hast  commanded  judgment. 
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And  let  the  congregation  of  the  peoples  compass  thee  about : 
And  over  tlicm  re  turn  tlioii  on  high. 

The  Lord  ministereth  judgment  to  the  peoples  :

I  will  give  thanks  unto  the  Lord  according  to  his  righteousness : 
And  will  sing  praise  to  the  name  of  the  Lord  Alost  High. 

Ps.  54.     Save  me,  O  God,  by  thy  name,  and  judge  me  in  thy  might. 
Hear  my  prayer,  O  God ;  give  ear  to  the  words  of  my  mouth. 

For  strangers  are  risen  up  against  me,  and  violent  men  have  sought  after  my 
soul : 
They  have  not  set  God  before  them. 

Behold,  God  is  mine  helper : 

The  Lord  is  of  them  that  uphold  my  soul. 

He  shall  requite  the  evil  unto  mine  enemies : 
Destroy  thou  them  in  thy  truth.

Their  inward  thought  is,  that  their   houses  shall  continue  for  ever,  and  their 
dwelling  places  to  all  generations ; 
They  call  their  lands  after  their  own  names. 

But  man  being  in  honor  abideth  not : 
He  is  like  the  beasts  that  perish. 

This  their  way  is  their  folly  : 

Yet  after  them  men  approve  their  sayings. 

They  are  appointed  as  a  flock  for  Sheol ; 
Death  shall  be  their  shepherd : 

And  the  upright  shall  have  dominion  over  them  in  the  morning ; 

And  their  beauty  shall  be  for  Sheol  to  consume,  that  there  be  no  habitation  for  it. 

But  God  will  redeem  my  soul  from  the  power  of  Sheol : 
For  he  shall  receive  me. 

Be  not  thou  afraid  when  one  is  made  rich, 
IVlien  the  glory  of  his  house  is  increased: 

For  when  he  dieth  he  shall  carry  nothing  away ; 
His  gloiy  shall  not  descend  after  him. 
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Though  while  he  lived  he  blessed  his  soul, 

Am/  i/icii  praise  //icc,  wlicu  thou  doest  well  to  thyself, 

He  shall  go  to  the  generation  of  his  fathers ;  they  shall  never  see  the  light. 
JSfaii  that  IS  in  honor,  and  understandeth  not,  is  like  the  beasts  that  perish. 

Ps.  82.     God  standeth  in  the  congregation  of  God ; 
He  judgeth  among  the  gods. 

How  long  will  ye  judge  unjustly, 

And  respe^  the  persons  of  the  wieked? 

Judge  the  poor  and  fatherless : 

Do  justice  to  the  afflifled  and  destitute. 

Rescue  the  poor  and  needy : 

Deliver  them  out  of  the  hand  of  the  wicked. 

They  know  not,  neither  do  they  understand  ;  they  walk  to  and  fro  in  darkness : 

All  the  foundations  of  the  earth  are  moved. 

I  said,  Ye  aie  gods,  and  all  of  you  sons  of  the  Most  High. 

Nevertheless  ye  shall  die  like  mcn^  and  fall  like  one  of  the  princes. 

Arise,  O  God,  judge  the  earth  : 

For  thou  shall  inherit  all  the  nations. 
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Ps.  94.     O  Lord,  thou  God  to  whom  vengeance  belongeth, 
Thou  God  to  whom  vengeance  belongctli,  shine  forth. 

Lift  up  thj'self,  thou  judge  of  the  earth  : 

Render  to  the  proud  their  desert. 
Lord,  how  long  shall  the  wicked,  how  long  shall  the  wicked  triumph? 

They  prate,  they  speak  arrogantly  : 
All  the  workers  of  iniquity  boast  themselves. 

They  break  in  pieces  thy  people,  O  Lord,  and  affliH  thine  heritage. 
They  slay  the  widow  and  the  stranger,  and  murder  the  fatherless. 

And  they  say,  The  Lord  shall  not  see,  neither  shall  the  God  of /a cob  consider. 
Consider,  ye  brutish  among  the  people  : 

And  ye  fools,  when  will  ye  be  wise? 
He  that  planted  the  ear,  shall  he  not  hear? 

LLe  that  formed  the  eye,  shall  he  not  see  ? 
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He  that  chastiseth  the  nations,  shall  not  he  corre6t,  even  he  that  teacheth  man 
knowledge  ? 

The  Lord  knoweth  the  thoughts  of  man,  that  they  are  vanity. 

Blessed  is  the  man  whom  thou  chastenest,  O  Lord, 
And  teachest  out  of  thy  taw ; 

That  thou  mayest  give  him  rest  from  the  days  of  adversity, 
Until  the  pit  he  digged  for  the  wieked.

For  judgment  shall  return  unto  righteousness: 
And  all  the  upright  in  heart  shall  follow  it. 

Who  will  rise  up  for  me  against  the  evil-doers  ? 

Who  will  stand  up  for  me  against  the  workers  of  iniquity  ? 

Unless  the  Lord  had  been  my  help, 

Aly  soul  had  soon  dwelt  in  silence. 

When  I  said,  My  foot  slippeth  ;  thy  mercy,  O  Lord,  held  me  up. 

///  the  multitude  of  my  thoughts  luithin  me  thy  comforts  delight  my  soul. 

Shall  the  throne  of  wickedness  have  fellowship  with  thee. 

Which  frameth  mischief  ly  statute  / 

They  gather  themselves  together  against  the  soul  of  the  righteous, 
And  condemn  the  inimcent  blood. 

But  the  Lord  hath  been  my  high  tower ; 
And  my  God  the  rock  of  7ny  refuge. 

And  he  hath  brought  upon  them  their  own  iniquity,  and  shall  cut  them  oflf  in 
their  own  evil ; 
The  Lord  our  God  shall  cut  them  off. 

Ps.  53.     The  fool  hath  said  in  his  heart.  There  is  no  God. 

Corrupt  are  they,  and  have  done  abominable  iniquity ;  there  is  none  that  doeth  good. 

God  looked  down  from  heaven  upon  the  children  of  men. 

To  see  if  there  were  any  that  did  understand,  that  did  seek  after  God. 

Every  one  of  them  is  gone  back ;  they  are  together  become  filthy ; 
There  is  none  that  doeth  good,  no,  not  one. 

Have  the  workers  of  iniquity  no  knowledge? 

W7io  eat  up  my  people  as  they  eat  bread,  and  call  not  upon  Go'd. 
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There  were  they  in  great  fear,  where  no  fear  was :  for  God  hath  scattered  the 
bones  of  him  that  encampeth  against  thee  ; 
Thou  hast  put  t/icm  to  shame,  because  God  hath  rejeclcil  them. 

Oh  that  the  salvation  of  Israel  were  come  out  of  Zion  ! 

When  God  lui/ii^eth  back  the  captivity  of  his  people,  then  shall  Jacob  rejoice,  and 
Israel  shall  be  ^lad.

Get  wisdom,  get  understanding ; 

Forget  it  not,  neither  decline  from  the  words  of  my  mouth  : 

Forsake  her  not,  and  she  shall  preserve  thee ; 
Love  her,  and  she  shall  keep  thee. 

Wisdom  is  the  principal  thing  ;  tiicrefore  get  wisdom  : 
Yea,  with  all  thy  getting  get  understanding. 

Bxalt  her,  and  she  shall  promote  thee  : 

She  shall  bring  thee  to  honor,  wJien  thou  dost  embrace  her. 

She  shall  give  to  thine  head  a  chaplet  of  grace : 

A  crown  of  beauty  shall  she  deliver  to  thee. 

Hear,  O  my  son,  and  receive  my  sayings ; 
And  the  years  of  thy  life  shall  be  many. 

I  have  taught  thee  in  the  way  of  wisdom ; 

/  have  led  thee  in  paths  of  uprightness. 
When  thou  goest,  thy  steps  shall  not  be  straitened ; 

And  if  thou  runncst,  thou  shall  not  stumble. 

Take  fast  hold  of  instru6tion  ;  let  her  not  go : 

Keep  her ;  for  she  is  thy  life. 
Enter  not  into  the  path  of  the  wicked, 

And  zvalk  not  in  the  way  of  evil  men. 
Avoid  it,  pass  not  by  it  ; 

Turn  fro?n  it,  and  pass  on. 
For  they  sleep  not,  except  they  have  done  mischief; 

And  their  sleep  is  taken  away,  unless  they  cause  some  to  fall. 
For  they  eat  the  bread  of  wickedness. 

And  drink  the  wine  of  violence. 
But  the  path  of  the  righteous  is  as  the  dawning  light, 

That  shineth  more  and  more  unto  the  perfect  day. 
The  way  of  the  wicked  is  as  darkness : 

They  know  not  at  what  they  stu?nble. 
My  son,  attend  to  my  words ; 

Incline  thine  ear  unto  my  sayings. 
lyct  them  not  depart  from  thine  eyes ; 

Keep  them  in  the  midst  of  thine  heart. 
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For  they  are  life  unto  those  that  find  them, 

And  hcaltli  to  all  their  flesh. 

Keep  thy  heart  with  all  diligence ; 

For  out  of  it  are  the  issues  of  life. 

Put  away  from  thee  a  froward  mouth, 
And  perverse  lips  put  far  from  thee. 

Let  thine  eyes  look  right  on, 

And  let  thine  eyelids  look  straight  before  thee. 

Make  level  the  path  of  thy  feet, 

And  let  all  thy  ways  be  established. 

Turn  not  to  the  right  hand  nor  to  the  left : 
Remove  thy  foot  from  evil.

All  the  words  of  my  mouth  are  in  righteousness ; 
There  is  nothing  crooked  or  perverse  in  them. 

They  are  all  plain  to  him  that  understandeth, 
And  right  to  them  that  find  knowledge. 

Receive  my  instru6lion,  and  not  silver ; 
And  knowledge  rather  than  choice  gold. 

For  wisdom  is  better  than  rubies  ; 

And  all  the  things  that  may  be  desired  are  not  to  be  compared  unto  her. 
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Counsel  is  mine,  and  sound  knowledge : 
I  am  understanding ;  I  have  might. 

By  me  kings  reign,  and  princes  decree  justice. 

By  me  prinees  rule,  and  nobles,  even  all  the  judges  of  the  earth. 

I  love  them  that  love  me ; 

And  those  that  seek  me  diligently  shall  find  me. 

Riches  and  honor  are  with  me  ; 

Yea,  durable  riches  and  righteousness. 

My  fruit  is  better  than  gold,  yea,  than  fine  gold  ; 
Ami  my  revenue  than  choice  silver. 

I  walk  in  the  way  of  righteousness, 

///  the  midst  of  the  paths  of  judgment  : 

That  I  may  cause  those  that  love  me  to  inherit  substance, 
And  that  I  may  fill  their  treasuries. 

The  lyord  possessed  me  in  the  beginning  of  his  way,  before  his  works  of  old. 
/  was  set  up  from  everlasting,  from  the  beginning,  or  ever  the  earth  was. 

"When  there  were  no  depths,  I  was  brought  forth ; 
Jl^ien  there  were  no  fountains  abounding  with  taater. 

Before  the  mountains  were  settled, 

Before  the  hills  was  I  brought  forth  : 

While  as  yet  he  had  not  made  the  earth,  nor  the  fields, 

Nor  the  beginning  of  the  dust  of  the  world. 

When  he  established  the  heavens,  I  was  there :

WatcJiing  daily  at  my  gates,  waiting  at  the  posts  of  my  doors. 
For  whoso  findeth  me  findeth  life, 

And  sliall  obtain  favor  of  the  Lord. 
But  he  that  sinneth  against  me  wrongeth  his  own  soul : 

All  they  that  hate  me  love  death.

But  the  prudent  man  looketh  well  to  his  going. 

A  wise  man  feareth,  and  departeth  from  evil : 

But  the  fool  beareth  himself  insolently,  and  is  confident. 

He  that  is  soon  angry  will  deal  foolishl)- : 

And  a  man  of  wicked  devices  is  hated. 

The  simple  inherit  foil}'  : 

But  the  prudent  are  croioned  with  knowledge. 

The  evil  bow  before  the  good  ; 

And  the  wicked  at  the  gates  of  the  righteous. 
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The  poor  is  hated  even  of  his  own  neighbor : 

But  the  rich  hath  fuany  friends. 

He  that  despiseth  his  neighbor  sinneth  : 

But  he  that  hath  pity  on  the  poor,  happy  is  he. 

Do  they  not  err  that  devise  evil  ? 

But  mercy  and  truth  shall  be  to  them  that  devise  good. 

In  all  labor  there  is  profit : 

But  the  talk  of  the  lips  tennleth  only  to  penury. 

The  crown  of  the  wise  is  their  riches : 
But  the  folly  of  fools  is  only  folly. 

A  true  witness  delivereth  souls  : 

But  he  that  uttereth  lies  causeth  deceit. 

In  the  fear  of  the  Lord  is  strong  confidence : 

And  his  children  shall  have  a  place  of  refuge 

The  fear  of  the  Lord  is  a  fountain  of  life, 
To  depart  from  the  snares  of  death. 

In  the  multitude  of  people  is  the  king's  glory : 

But  in  the  want  of  people  is  the  destruction  oj  the  prince. 

He  that  is  slow  to  anger  is  of  great  understanding : 
But  he  that  is  hasty  of  spirit  exalteth  folly. 

A  sound  heart  is  the  life  of  the  flesh : 
But  envy  is  the  rottenness  of  the  bones. 

He  that  oppresseth  the  poor  reproacheth  his  Maker : 
But  he  that  hath  mercy  on  the  needy  honoreth  him. 

The  wicked  is  thrust  down  in  his  evil-doing : 
But  the  righteous  hath  hope  in  his  death. 

Wisdom  resteth  in  the  heart  of  him  that  hath  understanding; 
But  that  7i<hich  is  in  the  inward  part  of  fools  is  made  known. 

Righteousness  exalteth  a  nation  : 
But  sin  IS  a  reproach  to  any  people. 

The  king's  favor  is  toward  a  servant  that  dealeth  wisely: 
But  his  wrath  shall  be  aminst  him  that  causeth  shame.

And  the  glorj-  of  the  Lord  shall  be  revealed,  and  all  flesh  shall  see  it  together : 

For  the  mouth  of  the  Lord  hath  spoken  it. 
The  voice  of  one  saying,  Cry. 

And  one  said,   J I  'hat  shall  L  cry  ? 
All  flesh  is  grass,  and  all  the  goodliness  thereof  is  as  the  flower  of  the  field : 

The  grass  withereth,  the  flower  fadeth  ; 
Because  the  breath  of  the  Lord  bloweth  upon  it : 

Surely  the  people  is  grass.

ISA.  53.     Who  hath  believed  our  message?  and  to  whom  hath  the  arm  of  the  Lord  been 
revealed  ? 

For  he  grew  up  before  him  as  a  tender  phxnt,  and  as  a  roof  out  of  a  dry  ground ; 

He  hath  no  form  or  comelinesss ; 

And  when  we  see  him,  there  is  no  beauty  that  7oe  shou/d  desire  him. 

He  was  despised,  and  rejected  of  men  ;  a  man  of  sorrows,  and  acquainted  with 
grief: 
And  as  one  from  whom  men  hide  their  free  lie  7CU7s  despised,  and  we  esteemed  Iiim  not. 

Surely  he  hath  borne  our  griefs,  and  carried  our  sorrows  : 
Yet  we  did  esteem  him  strieken,  smitten  of  God,  and  affUfled. 

But  he  was  wounded  for  our  transgressions,  he  was  bruised  for  our  iniquities  : 
Tlie  chastisement  of  our  peace  was  upon  him  ;  and  with  his  stripes  we  arc  heated. 

All  we  like  sheep  have  gone  astray  ;  we  have  turned  every  one  to  his  own  way  ; 

And  the  Lord  hath  laid  on  him  the  iniquity  of  us  all. 
He  was  oppressed,  y^X.  when  he  was  affli6ted  he  opened  not  his  mouth  ;  as  a 
lamb  that  is  led  to  the  slaughter,  and  as  a  sheep  that  before  her  shear- 
ers is  dumb  ; 
So  he  opened  not  his  mouth. 

By  oppression  and  judgment  he  was  taken  away  ;  and  as  for  his  generation, 
who  among  tJiem  considered 
That  he  was  cut  off  out  of  the  land  of  the  living  for  the  transgression  of  my  people 

to  whom  the  stroke  was  due  ? 
And  they  made  his  grave  with  the  wicked,  and  with  a  rich  man  in  his  death  ; 
Although  he  had  done  no  violence,  neither  was  any  deceit  in  his  mouth. 

Yet  it  pleased  the  Lord  to  bruise  him  ; 
He  hath  put  him  to  grief: 

When  thou  shalt  make  his  soul  an  offering  for  sin,  he  shall  see  his  seed,  he 
shall  prolong  his  days. 
And  the  pleasure  of  the  Lord  shall  prosper  in  his  hand. 

He  shall  see  of  the  travail  of  his  soul,  and  shall  be  satisfied :  by  the  knowl- 
edge of  himself  shall  my  righteous  servant  justify  many: 
A7ul  he  shall  hear  their  iniquities. 

Therefore  will  I  divide  him  a  portion  with  the  great, 
And  he  shall  divide  the  spoil  with  the  strong; 
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Because  he  poured  out  his  soul  unto  death,  and  was  numbered  with  the  trans- 
gressors : 
Vef  he  bare  the  sin  of  many,  and  made  intercession  for  the  transgressors. 

Zech.  13.     In  that  day  there  shall  be  a  fountain  opened  to  the  house  of  David 
And  to  the  inhabitants  of  Jerusalem,  for  sin  and  for  nneleanness. 
And  one  shall  say  unto  him,  What  are  these  wounds  between  thine  arms? 
Then  he  shall  answer.    Those  with  which  I  was  wounded  in  the  house  of  my 
friends. 

Awake,  O  sword,  against  my  shepherd, 

And  against  the  man  that  is  my  felhnu,  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts : 

Smite  the  shepherd,  and  the  sheep  shall  be  scattered  ; 

And  I  will  turn  /nine  hand  upon  the  little  ones. 
And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  in  all  the  land,  saith  the  Lord,  two  parts 
therein  shall  be  cut  off  and  die ; 
But  the  third  shall  be  left  therein. 
And  I  will  bring  the  third  part  through  the  fire,  and  will  refine  them  as 
silver  is  refined,  and  will  try  them  as  gold  is  tried : 
They  shall  call  on  my  name,  aiul  I  will  hear  them : 

I  will  say.  It  is  my  people  ; 

And  they  shall  say,  The  Lord  is  my  God. 


SEVENTY-SEVENTH  LESSON. 

ISA.  61.     Thk  Spirit  of  the  Lord  God  is  upon  me  ; 

Because  the  Lord  hath  anointed  me  to  preach  good  tidings  ujito  the  meek; 

He  hath  sent  me  to  bind  up  the  brokenhearted,  to  proclaim  liberty  to  the 
captives. 
And  the  opening  of  the  prison  to  them  that  are  bound ; 

To  proclaim  the  year  of  Jehovah's  favor, 
And  the  day  of  vengeance  of  our  God ; 

To  comfort  all  that  mourn ;  to  appoint  unto  them  that  mourn  in  Zion, 

To  give  unto  them  a  garland  for  ashes,  the  oil  of  joy  for  inourning,  the  garment 
of  pruise  for  the  spirit  of  heaviness  ; 

That  they  might  be  called  trees  of  righteousness. 
The  planting  cf  the  Lord,  that  he  might  be  glorified. 
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And  they  shall  build  the  old  wastes,  they  shall  raise  up  the  former  desolations, 
And  they  shall  repair  the  waste  cities,  the  desolations  of  many  generations. 

And  strangers  shall  stand  and  feed  your  flocks, 

And  aliens  shall  be  your  plotvnien  and  your  vinedressers. 

But  ye  shall  be  named  the  priests  of  the  Lord : 
Alen  shall  call  you  the  ministers  of  our  God : 

Ye  shall  eat  the  wealth  of  the  nations, 

And  in  their  glory  shall  ye  boast  yourselves. 

Instead  of  your  shame  ye  shall  have  double  ; 

And  instead  of  dishonor  they  shall  rejoice  in  their  portion: 

Therefore  in  their  land  they  shall  possess  double : 

Everlasting  joy  shall  be  unto  them. 

For  I  the  Lord  love  judgment,  I  hate  robbery  with  iniquity  ; 

And  I  luill  give  them  their  reeompe/we  in  truth,  and  I  will  make  an  everlasting 
covenant  with  them. 

And  their  seed  shall  be  known  among  the  nations, 
And  their  offspring  among  the  peoples  : 

All  that  see  them  shall  acknowledge  them, 

TluU  they  are  the  seed  which  the  Lord  hath  blessed. 

I  will  greatly  rejoice  in  the  Lord,  my  soul  shall  be  joyful  in  my  God ; 

Eor  he  hath  clothed  me  with  the  garments  of  salvation,  he  hath  covered  me  zuith  the 
robe  of  righteousness, 

As  a  bridegroom  decketh  himself  with  a  garland. 
And  as  a  bride  adorn eth  herself  with  her  jewels. 

For  as  the  earth  bringeth  forth  her  bud,  and  as  the  garden  causeth  the  things 
that  are  sown  in  it  to  spring  forth ; 
So  the  Lord  God  %uill  cause  righteousness  and  praise  to  spring  forth  before  all  the 
nations. 

IsA.  51.      Awake,  awake,  put  on  strength,  O  arm  of  the  Lord; 

Awake,  as  in  the  days  of  old,  the  generations  of  ancient  times. 

Art  thou  not  it  that  cut  Rahab  in  pieces. 
That  pierced  the  dragon 

Art  thou  not  it  which  dried  up  the  sea,  the  waters  of  the  great  deep ; 
That  made  the  depths  of  the  sea  a  way  for  the  redeemed  to  pass  over  ? 
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And  the  ransomed  of  the  Lord  shall  return,  and  come  with  singing  unto  Zion  ; 
and  everlasting  joy  shall  be  upon  their  heads: 
They  sliall  obtain  gladness  and  joy,  and  sorrow  and  sigldng  shall  flee  away. 

IsA.  52.     Awake,  awake,  put  on  thy  strength,  O  Zion  ;  put  on  thy  beautiful  garments, 
O  Jerusalem,  the  holy  city  : 

For  henceforth  there  shall  no  more  come  into  thee  the  uncircumcised  and  the  unclean. 

How  beautiful  upon  the  mountains  are  'the  feet  of  him  that  bringeth  good  tid- 
ings, that  publisheth  peace. 
That  bringeth  good  tidiitgs  of  good,  that  publisheth  salvation ;  that  saitJi  unto  Zion, 
Thy  God  7'eigneth  ! 

The  voice  of  the  watchmen !  they  lift  up  the  voice,  together  do  they  sing ; 

For  they  shall  see,  eye  to  eye,  when  the  Lord  refurneth  to  Zion. 
Break  forth  into  joy,  sing  together,  ye  waste  places  of  Jerusalem : 
For  the  Lord  hath  comforted  his  people,  he  hath  redeemed  Jerusalem. 

The  lyord  hath  made  bare  his  holy  arm  in  the  eyes  of  all  the  nations ; 
And  all  the  ends  of  the  earth  have  seen  the  salvation  of  our  God. 

Depart  ye,  depart  ye,  go  ye  out  from  thence,  touch  no  unclean  thing  ; 

Go  ye  out  of  the  midst  of  her ;  be  ye  clean,  ye  that  bear  the  vessels  of  the  Lord. 

For  ye  shall  not  go  out  in  haste,  neither  shall  ye  go  by  flight 

For  the  Lord  will  go  before  you;  and  the  God  of  Lsrael  will  be  your  rearzvard.

Behold,  I  have  given  him  for  a  witness  to  the  peoples 

A  leader  and  commander  to  the  peoples. 
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Behold,  thou  shalt  call  a  nation  that  thou  knowest  not, 
And  a  nation  tliat  knew  not  thee  shall  run  unto  thee. 
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Because  of  the  Lord  thy  God,  and  for  the  Holy  One  of  Israel; 

For  he  Jiath  glorified  thee. 

Seek  ye  the  Lord  while  he  may  be  found, 
Call  ye  upon  him  while  he  is  near : 

Let  the  wicked  forsake  his  way,  and  the  unrighteous  man  his  thoughts : 

And  let  him  return  unto  tJie  Lord,  and  he  will  have  mercy  upon  him;  and  to  our 
God,  for  he  will  abuinlantly  pardon. 

For  my  thoughts  are  not  your  thoughts, 

Neitlier  are  your  ways  my  ways,  saith  the  Lord. 

For  as  the  heavens  are  higher  than  the  earth,  so  are  my  ways  higher  than 
your  ways. 
And  my  thoughts  than  your  thoughts. 

For  as  the  rain  cometh  down  and  the  snow  from  heaven

And  maketh  it  bring  forth  and  bud,  and  giveth  seed  to  the  sower  and  bread  to 
the  eater ;

Rejoice  with  joy  for  her,  all  ye  that  mourn  over  her: 

That  ye  may  suck  and  be  satisfied  with  the  breasts  of  her  consoLitions ; 
That  ye  may  milk  out,  and  be  delighted  with  the  abundance  of  her  glory. 
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For  thus  saitli  the  IvOrd,   Behold,  I  will  extend  peace  to  her  like  a  river,  and 
the  glory  of  the  nations  like  an  overflowing  stream. 
And  yc  sliall  suck  thereof;  ye  shall  be  borne  upon  the  side,  and  shall  be  dandled 
upon  the  knees. 

As  one  whom  his  mother  comforteth,  so  will  I  comfort  you; 

And  ye  shall  be  comforted  in  Jerusalem. 

And  ye  shall  see  it,  and  your  heart  shall  rejoice. 
And  your  bones  shall  fourish  like  the  tender  grass.

And  holy  is  his  name. 

And  his  mercy  is  unto  generations  and  generations

{As  he  spake  unto  our  fathers)  tozuard  Abraham  and  his  seed  for  ever. 

Blessed  be  the  L,ord,  the  God  of  Israel ; 

For  he  hath  visited  and  wrought  redemption  for  his  people. 

And  hath  raised  up  a  horn  of  salvation  for  us  in  the  house  of  his  servant 
David 

As  he  spake  by  the  mouth  of  his  holy  prophets  which  have  been  of  old. 

Salvation  from  our  enemies,  and  from  the  hand  of  all  that  hate  us ; 

To  shew  mercy  towards  our  fathers,  and  to  remember  his  holy  covenant; 
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The  oath  which  he  sware  unto  Abraham  our  father, 

To  i^ra/if  unto  us  that  wc  being  delivered  out  of  the  hand  of  our  enemies 

Should  serve  him  without  fear, 

///  holiness  and  righteousness  before  him  all  our  da  vs. 

Yea  and  thou,  child,  shalt  be  called  the  prophet  of  the  Most  High  : 
For  thou  shalt  go  before  the  faee  of  the  Lord  to  make  ready  his  7oa\s  ; 

To  give  knowledge  of  salvation  unto  his  people  in  the  remission  of  their  sins, 
Because  of  the  tender  mercy  of  our  God,  luherehy  the  day  spring  from  on  high  shall 
visit  us, 

To  shine  upon  them  that  sit  in  darkness  and  the  shadow  of  death  ;

SELECTED   PASSAGEvS. 

And  the  Word  became  flesh,  and  dwelt  among  us,  and  we  beheld  his  glory, 
Glory  as  of  the  only-bcgottcn  from  the  Father,  full  of  grace  and  truth. 

For  in  him  dwelleth  all  the  fullness  of  the  Godhead  bodily. 

Faithful  is  the  saying,  and  tvortJiy  of  all  acceptation,  that  Christ  Jesus  came  into 
tlie  world  to  save  sinners. 

Come  unto  me,  all  ye  that  labor  and  are  heavy  laden, 

And  I  to  ill  give  you  rest. 

Take  my  yoke  upon  you,  and  learn  of  me ; 
For  I  am  meek  and  lowly  in  heart  : 

And  ye  shall  find  rest  unto  your  souls. 

For  m\  yoke  is  easy,  and  my  burden  is  light. 

For  God  so  loved  the  world,  that  he  gave  his  only  begotten  Son, 

That  wiiosoever  helieveth  on  Jiim  should  not  perish,  but  have  eternal  life. 

For  God  sent  not  the  Son  into  the  world  to  judge  the  world ; 
But  that  the  world  should  be  saved  through  him. 

For  when  we  were  yet  weak. 

In  due  time  Christ  died  for  the  ungodly. 
For  scarcely  for  a  righteous  man  will  one  die  ;  yet  peradventure  for  the  good 
man  some  one  would  even  dare  to  die. 
But  God  commendeth  his  own  love  toiuard  us,  in  that  while  we  were  yet  sinners, 
Christ  died  for  us. 
For  there  is  one  God,  one  mediator  also  between  God  and  men, 
Himself  man,  Christ  Jesus,  who  gave  himself  a  ransom  for  all. 

Since  then  the  children  are  sharers  in  flesh  and  blood, 

He  also  himself  in  like  manner  partook  of  the  same ; 
That  through  death  he  might  bring  to  nought  him  that  had  the  power  of  death, 
that  is,  the  devil ; 

And  might  deliver  all  them  who  through  fear  of  death  were  all  their  lifetime  subje^ 
to  bondage. 

For  verily  not  to  angels  doth  he  give  help. 

But  he  giveth  help  to  the  seed  of  Abraham. 
Wherefore  it  behoved  him  in  all  things  to  be  made  like  unto  his  brethren. 

That  he  might  become  a  merciful  and  faithful  high  priest  in  things  pei'taimng  to  God, 
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To  make  propitiation  for  the  sins  of  the  people. 

For  in  that  he  himself  hath  suffered  being  tempted,  he  is  able  to  succor  them  that  are 
te/npted. 

Wherefore  also  God  highly  exalted  him, 

And  gave  unto  him  the  name  zvhieli  is  above  every  name ; 

That  in  the  name  of  Jesus  every  knee  should  bow,  of  tldngs  in  heaven  and 
things  on  earth  and  things  under  the  earth, 
And  'that  every  tongue  should  confess  that  Jesus  Christ  is  Lord,  to  the  glory  of  God 
the  Father. 
I  therefore,  the  prisoner  in  the  Lord,  beseech  you  to  walk  worthily  of  the 
calling  wherewith  ye  were  called, 
JJl'th  all  loxaliness  and  meekness, 

With  long-suffering,  forbearing  one  another  in  love  ; 

Giving  diligence  to  keep  the  unity  of  the  Spirit  in  the  bond  of  peace. 

There  is  one  body,  and  one  Spirit, 

Even  as  also  ye  were  called  in  one  hope  of  your  calling; 

One  Lord,  one  faith,  one  baptism,  one  God  and  Father  of  all,  who  is  over  all, 
and  through  all,  and  in  all. 
But  unto  each  one  of  us  was  the  grace  given  according  to  the  measure  of  the  gift  of 
Christ. 

Wherefore  he  saith.  When  he  ascended  on  high,  he  led  captivity  captive, 

And  gave  gifts  unto  men. 
But  ye  are  come  unto  mount  Zion,  and  unto  the  city  of  the  living  God,  the 
heavenly  Jerusalem, 
And  to  innumerable  hosts  of  angels,  to  the  general  assembly  and  church  of  the  first- 
born who  are  enrolled  in  heaven. 
And  to  God  the  judge  of  all,  and  to  the  spirits  of  just  men  made  perfe6l,  and 
to  Jesus  the  mediator  of  a  new  covenant, 
And  to  the  blood  of  sprinkling  that  speaketh  better  than  that  of  Abel. 

For  our  citizenship  is  in  heaven  ; 

From  whence  also  zue  wait  for  a  Saviour,  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ: 

Who  shall  fashion  anew  the  body  of  our  humiliation,  that  it  may  be  conformed 
to  the  body  of  his  glory, 
According  to  tlie  working  zvhereby  he  is  able  even  to  subjeH  all  things  unto  himself. 

So  then  ye  are  no  more  strangers  and  sojourners, 

But  ye  are  fellow-citizens  with  the  saints,  and  of  the  household  of  God, 
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Being  built  upon  the  foundation  of  the  apostles  and  the  prophets, 
Christ  Jrsi/s  Jiimself  being  the  eiiicf  corner  stone  ; 

In  whom  each  several  building,  fitly  framed  together,  groweth  into  a  holy 
temple  in  the  lyOrd  ; 

In  whom  ye  also  are  biiilded  together  for  a  habitation  of  God  in  the  Spirit. 

Now  unto  the  King  eternal,  immortal,  invisible,  the  only  wise  God,  be  honor 
and  glory  for  ever  and  ever.

EIGHTY-FIRST  LESSON. 

SELECTED   PASSAGES. 

The  hour  cometh,  and  now  is,  when  the  true  worshippers  shall  worship  the 
Father  in  spirit  and  truth  : 
For  snch  doth  the  Father  seek  to  be  his  worshippers. 

God  is  a  Spirit : 

And  they  that  worship  him  must  worship  in  spirit  and  truth. 
No  man  hath  beheld  God  at  any  time : 

If  ive  love  one  another,  God  ahideth  in  us,  and  his  love  is  perfefled  in  us  : 

Hereby  know  we  that  we  abide  in  him,  and  he  in  us. 
Because  he  hath  given  us  of  his  Spirit. 

And  he  that  keepeth  his  commandments  abideth  in  him,  and  he  in  him. 

And  hereby  we  know  that  he  abideth  in  us,  by  the  Spirit  ivhich  he  gave  us. 
If  ye  then,  being  evil,  know  how  to  give  good  gifts  unto  your  children. 

Hole  much  more  shall  your  heavenly  Father  give  the  Holy  Spirit  to  them  that  ask  him  ? 
For  John  indeed  baptized  with  water ; 

But  ye  shall  be  baptized  ivith  the  Holy  Ghost  not  many  days  hence. 
The)^  therefore,  when  they  were  come  together,  asked  him,  saying, 

lord,  dost  thou  at  this  tinie  restore  the  kitigdom  to  Israel? 

And  he  said  unto  them.  It  is  not  for  you  to  know  times  or  seasons,  which  the 
Father  hath  set  within  his  own  authority. 
But  ye  shall  receive  power,  when  the  Holy  Ghost  is  corjie  upon  you. 
Jesus  answered,  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  thee, 

Except  a  man  be  born  of  water  a?id  the  Spirit,  he  cannot  enter  into  the  kingdom  of 
God. 
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That  which  is  born  of  the  flesh  is  flesh  ; 

A /id  that  which  is  born  of  the  Spirit  is  spirit. 
Marvel  not  that  I  said  unto  thee,  Ye  must  be  born  anew. 

The  wind  blowetli  where  it  listeth,  and  thou  hearest  the  sound  thereof, 
But  knowest  not  whence  it  cometh,  and  whither  it  goeth  : 

So  is  every  one  that  is  born  of  the  Spirit. 
But  ye  are  not  in  the  flesh,  but  in  the  Spirit,  if  so  be  that  the  Spirit  of  God 
dwelleth  in  you. 

But  if  any  man  hath  not  the  Spirit  of  Christ,  he  is  none  of  his. 
And  if  Christ  is  in  you,  the  body  is  dead  because  of  sin ; 

But  the  Spirit  is  life  because  of  righteousness. 
But  if  the  Spirit  of  him  that  raised  up  Jesus  from  the  dead  dwelleth  in  you. 

He  that  raised  up  Christ  Jesus  from  the  dead  shall  quicken  also  your  mortal  bodies 
through  his  Spirit  that  dwelleth  in  you. 
So  then,  brethren,  we  are  debtors,  not  to  the  flesh,  to  live  after  the  flesh : 

For  if  ye  live  after  the  flesh,  ye  must  die ; 
But  if  by  the  Spirit  ye  put  to  death  the  deeds  of  the  body,  ye  shall  live. 

For  as  many  as  are  led  by  the  Spirit  of  God,  these  are  sons  of  God. 
For  ye  received  not  the  spirit  of  bondage  again  unto  fear ; 

But  ye  received  the  spirit  of  adoption,  whereby  we  cry,  Abba,  Father. 
The  Spirit  himself  beareth  witness  with  our  spirit. 

That  we  are  children  of  God : 
And  if  children,  then  heirs;  heirs  of  God,  and  joint-heirs  with  Christ; 

If  so  be  that  we  suffer  with  him,  that  we  may  be  also  glorified  with  him. 
It  is  expedient  for  you  that  I  go  away :  for  if  I  go  not  away,  the  Comforter 
will  not  come  unto  you  ; 

But  if  I  go,  I  will  send  him  unto  you. 
And  he,  when  he  is  come,  will  convi6t  the  w'orld  in  re.spe6l  of  sin,  and  of  right- 
eousness, and  of  judgment: 

Of  sin,  because  they  believe  not  on  me  ; 
Of  righteousness,  because  I  go  to  the  Father,  and  ye  behold  me  no  more ; 

Of  judgment,  because  the  prince  of  this  world  hath  been  judged. 
I  have  yet  many  things  to  say  unto  you,  but  ye  cannot  bear  them  now. 

Howbeit  when  lie,  the  Spirit  of  truth,  is  come,  he  shall  guide  you  into  all  the  truth  : 

For  he  shall  not  speak  from  himself;  but  what  things  soever  he  shall  hear,  these 
shall  he  speak : 
And  he  shall  declare  unto  you  the  things  that  are  to  come. 
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He  shall  glorify  me : 

For  Jic  shall  take  of  mine,  and  shall  declare  it  unto  you. 

All  things  whatsoever  the  Father  hath  are  mine : 

Therefore  said  1.  that  he  taketh  of  mine,  and  shall  declare  it  unto  yau. 

If  ye  love  me,  ye  will  keep  my  commandments. 

And  I  will  pray  the  Father,  and  he  shall  give  you  another  Conforter,  that  he  may 
be  with  you  for  ever,  even  the  Spii'it  of  truth  : 

Whom  the  world  cannot  receive ;  for  it  beholdeth  him  not,  neither  knoweth 
him  :  ye  know  him  ; 

For  he  abidcth  with  you,  and  shall  be  in  you. 

Things  which  eye  saw  not,  and  ear  heard  not,  and  which  entered  not  into  the 
heart  of  man, 

Whatsoever  things  God  prepared  for  them  that  love  him. 

But  unto  us  God  revealed  them  through  the  Spirit: 

For  the  Spirit  searcheth  all  things,  yea,  the  deep  things  of  God. 

Know  ye  not  that  ye  are  a  temple  of  God, 
And  that  the  Spirit  of  God  dwelleth  in  you  ? 

If  any  man  destroyeth  the  temple  of  God,  him  shall  God  destroy  ; 
For  the  temple  of  God  is  holy,  which  temple  ye  arc. 

But  the  fruit  of  the  Spirit  is  love,  joy,  peace,  longsuifering,  kindness,  good- 
ness, faithfulness,  meekness,  temperance : 
Against  such  tliere  is  no  law. 

And  they  that  are  of  Christ  Jesus  have  crucified  the  flesh  with  the  passions 
and  the  lusts  thereof. 
If  we  live  by  the  Spirit,  by  the  Spii'it  let  us  also  walk. 

lyikewise  the  Spirit  also  helpeth  our  infirmity,  for  we  know  not  how  to  pray  as 
we  ought : 
But  the  Spirit  himself  maketh  intercession  for  us  with  groanings  which  cannot  be 
uttered. 

And  he  that  searcheth  the  hearts  knoweth  what  is  the  mind  of  the  Spirit ; 
Because  he  maketh  intercession  for  the  saints  acco?'ding  to  the  will  of  God. 

The  grace  of  the  lyord  Jesus  Christ,  and  the  love  of  God,  and  the  communion 
of  the  Holy  Ghost,  be  with  you  all. 
Amen. 
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EIGHTY-SECOND  LESSON. 

Rev.  4-5.     After  these  things  I  saw,  and  behold,  a  door  opened  in  heaven,  and  the  first 
voice  which  I  heard,  a  voice  as  of  a  trumpet  speaking  with  me,  one 
saying. 
Come  up  hitlicr,  and  I  will  shew  thee  the  thiii^^s  which  must  come  to  pass  hereafter: 
Straightway  I  was  in  the  Spirit : 

And  behold,  there  was  a  throne  set  in  heave/i,  and  one  sittiiii:;  upon  the  throne; 
And  he  that  sat  7C'as  to  look  upon  like  a  jasper  stone  and  a  sardius  : 

And  there  was  a  rainbow  round  about  the  throne,  like  an  emerald  to  look  upon. 
And  round  about  the  throne  tvere  four  and  twenty  thrones : 

And  upon  the  thrones  I  saw  four  and  tiventy  elders  sitting,  arraved  in  white 
garments ;  and  on  their  heads  crowns  of  gold. 
And  out  of  the  throne  proceed  lightnings  and  voices  and  thunders. 

And  there  were  seven  lamps  of  fire  burning  before  the  throne,  which  are  the  seven 
Spirits  of  God; 

And  before  the  throne,  as  it  were  a  glassy  sea  like  unto  crystal ; 

And  in  the  midst  of  the  throne,  and  round  about  the  throne,  four  living  creatures 
full  of  eyes  before  and  behind. 
And  they  have  no  rest  day  and  night,  saying, 

Holy,  holy,  holy,  is  the  Lord  God,  the  Almighty,  which  was  and  which  is  and 
which  is  to  come. 
And  when  the  living  creatures  shall  give  glory  and  honor  and  thanks  to  him 
that  sitteth  on  the  throne, 
To  him  that  liveth  for  ever  and  ever, 

The  four  and  twenty  elders  shall  fall  down  before  him  that  sitteth  on  the 
throne, 
And  shall  worship  him  that  liveth  for  ever  and  ever,  and  shall  cast  their  crowns 
before  the  throne,  saying, 

Worthy  art  thou,  our  Lord  and  God,  to  receive  the  glory  and  the  honor  and 
the  power : 
For  thou  didst  create  all  things,  and  because  of  thy  zoill  they  were,  and  zoere 
created. 

And  I  saw  in  the  midst  of  the  throne  and  of  the  four  living  creatures,  and  in 
the  midst  of  the  elders,  a  Lamb  standing,  as  though  it  had  been  slain, 
Having  seven  Iwrns,  and  seven  eyes,  which  are  the  seven  Spirits  of  God,  sent  forth 
into  all  the  earth. 
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And  he  came,  and  he  taketh  the  book  out  of  the  right  hand  of  him  that  sat 

on  the  throne.     And  when  he  had  taken  the  book,  the  four  living 

creatures  and  the  four  and  twenty  elders  fell  down  before  the  lyamb. 

Having  each  one  a  harp,  and  gohlen  bowls  full  of  incense,  which  are  the  prayers 

of  the  saints. 

And  they  sing  a  new  song,  saying.  Worthy  art  thou  to  take  the  book,  and 
to  open  the  seals  thereof: 
For  thou  wast  slain,  and  didst  purchase  unto  God  with  thy  blood  men  of  evety 
tribe,  and  tongue,  and  people,  and  nation, 

And  madest  them  to  be  unto  our  God  a  kingdom  and  priests ; 

And  they  reign  upon  the  earth. 
And  I  saw,  and  I  heard  a  voice  of  many  angels  round  about  the  throne  and 
the  living  creatures  and  the  elders ; 
And  the  number  of  them  was  ten  thousand  times  ten  thousand,  and  thousands  of 
thousands  ; 

Saying  with  a  great  voice,  Worthy  is  the  I^amb  that  hath  been  slain 

To  receive  the  power,  and  riches,  and  wisdom,  and  might,  and  honor,  and  glory, 
and  blessing. 

And  every  created  thing  which  is  in  the  heaven,  and  on  the  earth,  and  under 
the  earth,  and  on  the  sea,  and  all  things  that  are  in  them,   heard  I 
saying. 
Unto  him  that  sitteth  on  the  throne,  and  unto  the  Lamb,  be  the  blessing,  and  the 
honor,  and  the  glory,  and  the  dominion,  for  ever  and  ever. 

And  the  four  living  creatures  said,  Amen. 
And  the  elders  fell  dozun  and  ivorshipped. 


BIGHTY-THIRD  LESSON. 

Rev.  14.     And  I  saw,  and  behold,  the  Ivamb  standing  on  the  mount  Zion, 

And  with  him  a  hundred  and  forty  and  four  thousand,  having  his  name,  and  the 
name  of  his  Father,  luritten  on  their  foreheads. 
And  I  heard  a  voice  from  heaven,  as  the  voice  of  many  waters,  and  as  the 
voice  of  a  great  thunder : 
And  the  voice  which  I  heard  was  as  the  voice  of  harpers  harping  with   their 
harps : 
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And  they  sing  as  it  were  a  new  song  before  the  throne,  and  before  the  four 
living  creatures  and  the  elders  : 
And  fio  man  could  learn  the  song  save  the  hundred  and  forty  and  four  thousand, 
even  they  that  had  been  purchased  out  of  the  earth. 

They  are  they  which  follow  the  Lamb  whithersoever  he  goeth. 

These  were  purchased  from  among  men,  to  be  the  frstfruits  unto  God  and  unto 
the  Lamb. 
And  in  their  mouth  was  found  no  lie : 

They  are  luitliout  blemish. 
And  I  saw  another  angel  flying  in  mid  heaven,  having  eternal  good  tidings 
to  proclaim  unto  them  that  dw^ell  on  the  earth, 
A  fid  unto  every  nation  and  tribe  and  tongue  and  people  ; 

And  he  saith  with  a  great  voice,  Fear  God,  and  give  him  glory  ;  for  the  hour 
of  his  judgment  is  come  : 
Aiul  worship  him  that  made  the  heaven  and  the  earth  and  the  sea  and  fountains  of 
boaters. 
And  I  heard  a  voice  from  heaven  saying.  Write,  Blessed  are  the  dead  which 
died  in  the  Lord  from  henceforth : 
Yea,  saith  the  Spirit,  that  they  may  rest  from  their  labors ;  for  their  7uorks  follow 
tvith  them. 
After  these  things  I  heard  as  it  were  a  great  voice  of  a  great  multitude  in 
heaven,  saying.  Hallelujah; 
Salvation,  and  glory,  and  power,  belong  to  our  God :  for  true  and  righteous  are  Jus 
judgments  ; 
For  he  hath  judged  the  great  harlot,  which  did  corrupt  the  earth  with  her 
fornication, 
And  he  hath  avenged  the  blood  of  his  servants  at  her  hand. 

Rev.  19.     And  a  second  time  they  say,  Hallelujah. 

And  her  smoke  goeth  up  for  ever  and  ever. 

And  the  four  and  twenty  elders  and  the  four  living  creatures  fell  down 

And  worshipped  God  that  sittcth  on  the  throne,  saying,  Amen;   Hallelujah. 

And  a  voice  came  forth  from  the  throne,  saying,  Give  praise  to  our  God, 
All  ye  his  servants,  ye  that  fear  him,  the  small  and  the  great. 

And  I  heard  as  it  were  the  voice  of  a  great  multitude,  and  as  the  voice  of  many 
waters,  and  as  the  voice  of  mighty  thunders,  saying.  Hallelujah: 
For  the  Lord  our  God,  the  Almighty,  reigneth. 
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L,et  US  rejoice  and  be  exceeding  glad,  and  let  us  give  the  glory  unto  him  : 

Fo?-  the  marriage  of  the  Lamb  is  eome,  and  his  wife  hath  matte  herself  ready. 
And  it  was  given  unto  her  that  she  should  array  herself  in  fine  linen,  bright 
and  pure : 

For  the  fine  linen  is  the  righteous  afis  of  the  saints. 

And  he  saith  unto  me.  Write, 

Blessed  are  they  which  are  bidden  to  the  marriage  supper  of  the  Lamb. 

And  I  saw  an   angel  coming  down  out  of  heaven,  having  the  key  of  the 
abyss  and  a  great  chain  in  his  hand. 
And  he  laid  hold  on  the  dragon,  the  old  serpent,  which  is  the  Devil  and  Satan,  and 
bound  hum  for  a  thousand  years,  and  cast  him  into  the  abyss,  and  shut  it,  and 
sealed  it  over  him. 
That  he  should  deceive  the  nations  no  more,  until  the  thousand  years  should 
be  finished : 
After  this  lie  must  be  loosed  for  a  little  time. 

And  I  saw  thrones,  and  they  sat  upon  them,  and  judgment  was  given  unto 
them : 
And  L  saw  the  souls  of  them  that  had  been  beheaded  for  the  testimony  of  Jesus,  and 
for  the  word  of  God, 
And  such  as  worshipped  not  the  beast,  neither  his  image,  and  received  not  the 
mark  upon  their  forehead  and  upon  their  hand ;  and  they  lived  and 
reigned  with  Christ  a  thousand  years. 
This  is  the  first  resurreHion. 

Blessed  and  holy  is  he  that  hath  part  in  the  first  resurreftion :  over  these  the 
second  death  hath  no  power ; 
But  they  shall  be  priests  of  God  and  of  Christ,  and  shall  reign  with  him  a  thou- 
sand years. 
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And  I  saw  a  new  heaven  and  a  new  earth : 

I^or  the  first  heaven  and  the  first  earth  are  passed  mvay ;  and  the  sea  is  no 
more. 
And  I  saw  the  holy  city,  new  Jerusalem,  coming  down  out  of  heaven  from 
God, 
Made  ready  as  a  bride  ado7-ned  for  her  husband. 

And  I  heard  a  great  voice  out  of  the  throne  saying,  Behold,  the  tabernacle  of 
God  is  with  men,  and  he  shall  dwell  with  them. 
And  they  shall  be  his  peoples,  and  God  Iiiniself  shall  be  loith  them,  and  be  their 
God: 

And  he  shall  wipe  away  every  tear  from  their  eyes ; 

A?id  death  shall  be  no  more ;  neither  shall  there  be  mourning,  nor  crying,  nor  pain, 
any  more  :  the  first  things  are  passed  away. 

And  he  carried  me  away  in  the  Spirit  to  a  mountain  great  and  high. 

And  shewed  me  the  holy  city  Jerusalem,  coming  dount  out  of  heaven  from  God, 
hat'ing  the  glory  of  God : 

Her  light  was  like  unto  a  stone  most  precious,   as  it  were  a  jasper  stone, 
clear  as  crystal : 
Having  a  wall  great  and  high  ; 

Having  twelve  gates,  and  at  the  gates  twelve  angels ; 

And  names  written  thereon,   loliich   are  the  names  of  the  twelve  tribes  of  the 
children  of  Israel. 

And  the  twelve  gates  were  twelve  pearls ;  each  one  of  the  several  gates  was 
of  one  pearl : 

And  the  street  of  the  city  was  pure  gold,  as  it  were  transparent  glass. 

And  I  saw  no  temple  therein  : 

For  the  Lord  God  the  Almighty,  and  the  Laud',  are  the  temple  thereof. 

And  the  city  hath  no  need  of  the  sun,  neither  of  the  moon,  to  shine  upon  it : 
For  the  glory  of  God  did  lighten  it,  and  the  lamp  tliereof  is  the  Lamb. 

And  the  nations  shall  walk  amidst  the  light  thereof: 
And  the  kings  of  the  earth  do  bring  their  glory  into  it. 

And  the  gates  thereof  shall  in  no  wise  be  shut  by  da}-  ( for  there  shall  be  no 
night  there) : 
And  they  shall  bring  the  glorx  and  the  honor  of  the  nations  into  it: 
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And  there  shall  in  no  wise  enter  into  it  any  thing  nnclean,  or  he  that  niaketh 
an  abomination  and  a  lie : 

But  only  tiny  which  are  written  in  tlie  Lamb's  book  of  life. 

Rkv.  22.     And  he  shewed  me  a  river  of  water  of  life,  bright  as  crystal, 

Proceeding  out  of  the  throne  of  God  and  of  the  Lanil>,  in  the  midst  of  the  street 
thereof. 
And  on  this  side  of  the  river  and  on  that  was  the  tree  of  life,  bearing  twelve 
manner  of  fruits,  yielding  its  fruit  every  month  : 
And  the  leaves  of  the  tree  were  for  the  healing  of  the  nations. 

And  there  shall  be  no  curse  anj-  more : 

And  the  throne  of  God  and  of  the  Lamb  shall  be  therein  : 

And  his  servants  shall  do  him  service  ; 

And  they  shall  see  his  face;  and  his  name  shall  be  on  their  foreheads. 

And  there  shall  be  night  no  more ;  and  they  need  no  light  of  lamp,  neither  of 
the  sun ; 
For  the  Lord  God giveth  them  light:  and  they  shall  reign  for  ever  and  ever. 

Blessed  are  they  that  wash  their  robes,  that  they  may  have  the  right  to  come  to 
the  tree  of  life, 
And  may  enter  in  by  the  gates  info  the  city. 

I  Jesus  have  sent  mine  angel  to  testify  unto  you  these  things  for  the  churches. 

L  am  the  root  and  the  offspring  of  David ^  the  bright,  the  morning  star. 

And  the  Spirit  and  the  bride  say.  Come. 
And  he  that  hearcth,  let  him  say,   Come. 

And  he  that  is  athirst,  let  him  come : 

LLe  that  will,  let  him  take  the  water  of  life  freely. 

He  which  testifieth  these  things  saith.  Yea:  I  come  quickly. 
Amen:  come,  Lord  Jestis. 

The  grace  of  the  IvOrd  Jesus  be  with  the  saints. 
Amen.
